Thousands of miles from home, among 
Strangers to whom she cannot speak 
and who are unable to understand any- 
thing she says, 18-year-old Eva Carps is 
a pitiful fi-ure in one of the wards at 
the City Hospital. The girl is literally 
dying of homesickness, and the breat 
of her native land is the only remedy, 
physicians say, that will cure her mal- 
ady. 

Within the two months that she has 
been in the United States the girl has 
learned some half dozen simple words. 
She is a Russian, but the ordinary Rus- 
sian speech is as unintelligible to her 
as is English, and interpreters who have 
been brought to her bedside have been 
unable to make themselves understood. 
She speaks the dialect of some distant 
Russian state, the interpreters say, and 
they cannot understand it. Her home, 
she says, is in Morphisphal, as she pro- 
nounces it, and she landed in New York 
about two months ago. She has been 
unable to communicate the manner in 
which she came to St. Louis. 

‘Suffered From Moroseness, 

For the past week she has been em- 
ployed in the home of O. F. Bauer at 
4126 Flora boulevard. It was said that 
she was sent there by an employment 
agency. During the time she has been 
working at the Bauer home she has 
suffered periods of moroseness during 
which she was unable to tell anything 
of her trouble. She wept frequently and 
the family thought she was ill, 

From being unable to make herself 
understood, the girl became silent and 
now she rarely utters a word. Sunday 
afternoon she was found moaning and 
sobbing on the floor of her room and 
the alarmed family hastily called an 
ambulance and had her removed to the 
hospital.

A misstep sent Alcis Stenterman to 
his death the Mississippi River. 
While he floundered and struggled in 


the water, fishermen and rivermen put 
out in all sorts of craft to rescue him, 
but their cries were drowned by the 
throbbing of the engine of the gaso- 
line launch which carried the merry 
picnic party of which Stenterman had 
been a member. 

There was a skiff behind the launch 
loaded with esechiiaiian Stenterman at- 
tempted to step from the skiff to the 
launch and fell. He floated, appearing 
and disappearing, for 2000 feet down 
the middle of the stream. A _ boat 
reached him and a hand grasped his 
own. But the momentum of the res- 
cuing launch broke this hold and he 
went down to reappear no more. 

Twice before this in the long battle 
that Stenterman was waging for his 
existence he had opportunities for res- 
cue—opportunities that were only lost 
through the excited condition of the 
men who had hurried.into boats to ren- 
der him aid. In one of these attempts 
at rescue the boat passed over the body 
of Stenterman. It may have struck his 
head, causing injury that shortened hia 
chances in the struggle for life. He was 
further hampered by a stiffness in one 
leg. dne to an old hurt. 

Stenterman, 22 years of age, 2418 Gil- 
more avenue, Was one of a party of 14 
bound for Wood River in the gasoline 
launch Francis, owned by William 
Louis, 1427 Sullivan avenue.

“I expected to get bumped,’’ Gunther 
said at the hospital, “but I thought I 
could get the kid out of the way all 
right and wouldn't be run down myself.

It was said at the hospital Monday 
that Gunther's condition was critical.

next week. His attorney, 8. S. Bass, 
announced at the Federal Building Mon- 
day that Grotefend would plead guilty 
to the charge of empezzlement in the 
United States District Court next Mon- 
day, and would ask for immediate sent- 
ence. Judge Trieber of Little Rock will 
then be on the bench. 

Grotefend, now-a prisoner in the City 
Jail, has shown a spirit of rejoicing 
since his return to St. Louis. He de- 
clared after being placed in his cell, ‘I'd 
rather be mh Jail in St. Louis than be 
free in a foreign country.”’ 

His peculations, amounting to $3383, 
took place before Grotefend was 2 
years old. 

In appearance, Grotefend has aged a 
dozen years since his departure from St. 
Louis a year ago. His hair then was 
heavy -and black. Now he shows balc- 
ness. He will be 22 years of age in Au- 
gust. 

After long effort to get back to this 
country from Sweden, Grotefe nd arrived 
in St. Louis Sunday morning i‘: the cus- 
tody of two United States deputy mar- 
shalis. Locked in the Four Courts, he 
declared that ne would make no effort 
to obtain bail, but would go into court, 
plead guilty and let the law take its 
course.

He was sent to Lin- 
koping and kept in jail there a month.
